PROPOSES THAT BOTH TAFT AND 


LA FOLLETTE WITHDRAW 


FROM RACE 


OF TWO HE FAVORS TAFT 


(Special to The Journal) 


MADISON, Wis., Jan. 2—State Supt. 


of Schools C. P. Gary on Monday issued 
a second letter dealing with what he 
terms the political activities of the state 
university. He says that the great heed 
is for the placing of a limit upon the 
activities of the university and it* ou- 
thorities and rcfsrs. to-the jpsct that the 
state legislature is now being used as a 
laboratory for experimental purposes by 
the university. 


His letter follows: 


To Teachers and the General Public: 


We are in the midst of confusion of 


political tongues. Those who believe 
thoroughly in democracy say the people 
should rule. The "expert*" seem to bo 
discovering, however, thnt only experts 
ore capable of making the laws and of 
adrahiifiteririg 
tho 
affairs 
of 
modern 


states. Tho public-spirited politician on 
tie stump w Jefforsonian, he has confi- 
dence in the people; tho modern.political 
specialist in his clo*ot is I'lnmiltonian, 
ho tliinks the musses are ignorant if not 
corrupt and mujst "have the oversight of 
the wise. , It is needless to say there are 
exceptions. The politician agrees with 
Lincoln in Baying fie wants a government 
of tho people, for the people, by the peo- 
ple; the specialist wants a government 
by the expert for the people. Plato in 
his republic wanted a government by tho 
philosophers; so do some or our philos- 
ophers. From 
the exports' 
point of 


view the ordinary member of the legis- 
lature has to learn from tho specialist 
what? the state needs in the way of legis- 
lation. 'Often the new member is looked 
upon ns a kindergarten pupil in political 


T.ho experts are corning to think that 


only experts con administer the laws af- 
ter 
thoy arc .imxde. But a 
difficulty 


arises. The expert reptvnls the people as 
incompetent .to select experts. They do 
riot know ari expert when they see him, 
and are litble to make a. mietoke. It is 
not safe to trust to an election. The 
remedy i» to form as rapidly as possible 
a bureaucratic or commission form of 
government instead of a democratic. How 
is this to be- accomplished'? Tho reply 
is by creating numerous bureaus, boards, 
conxniBsions and tho like, and making 
the positions appointive, not 
elective. 


Another device is to shorten the ballot 
as nruoh as the constitution will allow so 
as -to have fW elective positions and 
n»ny appointive offices.

shoes. 


From the dencription it was believed 


to bo a Frederick Peterson, farm hand, 
who had been employed- most of last 
summer on the farm of A. L. Curtisa, 
Kenoshn county.

-'THE ECLIPSES OF 1912. 


During the present Year there will 


be no leas than four acllpfles—two of 
the sun and two of the moon—the 
first one of which will, however, b« 
wholly Invisible to obMrrsrs in North 
America. The secoriiJ eclipse occurs 
on April 17, and Is an oclipse of the 
lun of a moat peculiar kind. The ap- 
parent otae of our mooa M we •«« it 


after the beginning. Durinjr nearly 
all of this 'time the moon will be so 
far from the earth that it. cannot en- 
tirely hide the (run, but lor a space oi 
only 40 seconds, while the shadow is 
sweeping across the northwestern 
cornar of Spain, the. moon will be 
nearor and the sun -will be completely 
hidden. Before entering France, the 
ecllpeo wfll change to a ring eclipse 
as it -was at first. In.the Eastern 
United States we will see ths sun rise 


months go On and our sun is ap- 
parently seen to move steadily east- 
ward among tho stars along its path, 
AVB, Figure 1, tho aspect Of the 
heavens will be changed. Thus, whon 
on March 20, the sun reaches the 
point called the Vernal Equinox, 
which Is at V, it is evident that 
Pisces will set immediately after sun- 
set, and that all of the stars iu this 
part of the sky will be Invisible in 
"he twilight glow. The planet Saturn, 
which is now ID Aries in the pori- 
tion shown in Figure 1, will at this 
:ime be found a very little farther 
eastward among the stars than now, 
jut as this very.distant world re- 
quires 29% years to pass once around 
the sky It Is evident that Its position 
will have changed but little. Conse- 
quently, when the sun arrives at V, it 
will have so nearly overtaken Saturn 
that the planet at sunset will then be 
seen not far from tho ground in the 
western sky. Thus, this planet will 
bo seen 'farther and farther west each 
evening, and finally on May 14 our 
sun will pass to the east of it. and it 
will become a morning star. 


With Mars tbe case Is somewhat 


different. This world Is itself running 
BO rapidly eastward among the stars 
that the sun cannot quickly overtake 
It. In fact, the Red Planet will have 
run through the star groups Gemini, 
Cancer, Leo, Virgo and Libra—almost 
entirely acrosa the summer sky—be- 
fore It is lost In the rays of its pur- 
suing sun. Mars will, therefore, re- 
main in our evening sky until Nov- 
ember 4, though It will grow contin- 
ually fainter because its distance from 
us is constantly Increasing. 


At about the time when Saturn Is 


disappearing, and long before Marc 
ceases to shine brightly In the west, 
the most brilliant Jupiter will enter 
our evening sky In the east to r«- 


8un, and that the darker star revolves 
so near the brighter one that the 
Bide of it which is turned, toward th« 
central body 'is raised. to incandes- 
cence by the enormous heat whten. It 
receives. The star at D will bo seen 
to become faint on January J »* 10 
P. M., January 6 at 7 P. M., Jan«ry 
28 at 13 P. M., January 26 at 9 P. M. 
and OK January 29 at 6 "P. M. It 
requires somewhat more than four 
hours for the star to fade ftt» its 
usual brightness to it« greatest fatat- 
ne<8.

_'or» 9 o'clock In the evening, the 
moon will pass Just above the planet 
Mars. The Red Planet wir! then b« 
«e«u shining out almost at tha moon's 
lower edge, almost exactly as we saw- 
It on the evening of last x>ecember 4. 
To observers In Canada and other 
high latitudes the moon will tie seen 
to pass in front of the planet and to 
hide it from view. 
Tbe early morning sky is now 


made very beautiful by the proaence 
of the two bright planets Venus and 
Jupiter, which, during the first days 
of the month arc drawing closely to- 
gether. Figure 3 shows the appear- 
ance of the southeastern neavens at 
15 minutes before ' 6' o'clock In the 
morning of January 10. 
; Venus will 


then be s*er. a little way above the 
more distant planet, the two objects 
forming a beautiful, bright pair ' In 
the early morning 'sky. The sirtftly- 
moving Mercury may also be detected 
low in the dawn to ward "the south- 
east though this will be much more 
easily seen at the time of" Its greatest 
elongation from 'the sun, which will 
occur on January' 15.
